Toronto, April 23.—"“At a rough esti- 
mate I would judge that there are 
about 200 Canadians in the whole of 
Mexico," said Senor Pablo Tamayo, 
Mexican consul at Toronto, yesterday

“Your Canadians will be safe as long 
as they conduct themselves in a pru- 
dent manner," continued Senor Ta- 
mayo.

I would say that 
there are about fifty Canadians in 
Mexico City.

TWELVE AMERICANS DIE 
ACCOMPLISHING TAKING 
OF CITY OF VERA CRUZ. 
Vera Cruz, April 23.—Twelve Amer- 
icans killed and about thirty wounded 
record the complete investment of 
Vera Cruz by the United States forces, 
Rear Admiral Frank F. Fletcher has 
taken up his headquarters at the Ter- 
minal hotel. The entire city is strong- 
ly patrolled and quiet prevails. Rear 
Admiral Fletcher is now in command 
of the land operations, while Rear Ad- 
miral Badger, commander in chief of 
the Atlantic fleet, has brought his flag 
into the harbor on the Minnesota, 
After the general advance began 
yesterday the Mexican snipers on the 
roofs put up a stubborn resistance.

MANY WOMEN AND CHILDREN 
KILLED OR WOUNDED DURING 
OCCUPATION OF VERA CRUZ. 


Vera Cruz, April 23.—Among the 
Mexican wounded in the fighting incl- 
dent to the American occupation of 
this port were many women and child- 
ren. Some were killed. The local 
White Cross organization—a Mexican 
organization similar to the Red Cross 
—is assisting in caring for the wound- 
ed Mexicans, 

Cofiditions in Vera Cruz began to 
take on a normal aspect this morning. 
Some of the restaurants were opened 
and a considerable portionof the native 
population besan to appear on the 
streets, spending their time in inspect- 
ing the damage done. There was no 


expressions of good will for the Ameri- 
cans, but at the same time there was 
no apparent antagonism. The Mexi- 
cans here seem thoroughly cowed, and 
appear to accept with passiveness the 
presence of the foreign forces. 

* When the Americans entered the 
marine barracks they found only one 
soldier, who had been detailed on the 
roof to guard 25,000 rounds of ammuni- 
tion. 

A panic was created in the houses 
in the streets along which marines and 
blue jackets passed, carrying out or- 
ders to search them. 

Many doors were locked and had to 
be broken open, the frightened occu- 
pants being cofvinced that their vicit- 
ors were looters. The women particu- 
larly manifested unbounded relief when 
they found themselves treated cour- 
teously, for prior to the coming of the 
Americans, the Mexicans had spread 
reports of the terrible things the for- 
eign soldiers would do. 

Steps have been taken to establish 
a form of civil government, although 
for a time it may be more military in 
its personnel than local. Such officials 
as can be located will be restored to 
their posts until there is some good 
reason for replacing them.

GUNS AND AMMUNITION 
FOR HUERTA GOING TO BE 
RETURNED TO SHIPPERS 


Washington, April  23,—Disposition 
of the guns and ammunition in the 
cargo of the German vessel Ypiranga 
which weré held up at Vera Cruz 
when Admiral Fletcher took the port 
was arranged for at a conference be- 
tween Secretary Bryan and Ambassa- 
dor Von Berstorff of Germany, The 
captain of the vessel being unable to 
secure Clearance papers at Vera Cruz, 
will return the cargo to its former 
owners in Germany, although the 
Huerta government had paid in ad- 
vance for the munitions, 

Cost of transportation of the cargo 
to Vera Cruz and return must be borne 
by the consignors of the munitions,

MANIFESTLY. UNEASY 18 
THE ADMINISTRATION AS 
RESULT CARRANZA’S NOTE. 


Washington, April 23.—General Car- 
ranza’s note to President Wilson de- 
claring the seizure ‘of Vera Cruz by 
American forces a violation of the 
national sovereignty of Mexico, in- 
viting the United States to suspend 
hostile operations and withdraw its 
forces, and suggesting that the con- 
stitutionalist government should re- 
ceive demands for reparation of 
offences committed by Huerta, stirred 
the Mexican situation to a new and 
acute crisis late last'night. ° 

The opposition to the American 
government's action, coming from an 
unexpected quarter after the Washing- 
ton administration had hoped: for an 
attitude of neutrality and passive ob- 
servation from the constitutionalists, 
brought the government face to face 
with possible hostility from the body 
of Mexican foftes lying in proximity to 
the southern tler of the United States, 

While’ Mexicans close to Carranza 
here professed to see a tone of fricnd- 
liness to the United States in the note 
of their chief, its blunt request for the 
withdrawal of the American forces 
from Vera Cruz and its virtual demand 
for recognition of the rebels as repre- 
senting a constitutional government in 
Mexico injected phases which made the 
administration manifestly uneasy, 

Plans thus far made by the army and 
navy board to secure reprisals from 
Huerta had contemplated no move 
along the American border, and it was 
not desired to make any demonstration 
that might-be regarded by the consti- 
tutionalists as directed toward them, 
Should hostilities develop among the 
rebels who are in control along the 
Mexican boundary of the United States, 
plans of the army will be changed im- 
mediately.

CARRANZA'S DECLARATION 
RECEIVED IN WASHINGTON 
: JUST LIKE A BOMBSHELL 


Washington, April 23-—-News that 
General Venustiano Carranza, constl- 
tutionalist chief, had regarded the 
selzure of Vera Cruz by the American 
naval forces as an act of hostilities to 
the Mexican nation, fell like a bomb- 
shell in official circles last night. 

President Wilson had specially dis- 
claimed any act of hostility to the 
Mexican people, particulizing General 
Huerta as the object of the American 
operations to secure reprisals for of- 
fences at Tampico and elsewhere 
against the American flag. Consequent- 
ly the Washington government had 
hoped the Constitutionalists would re- 
main silent and not interject them- 
selves into the imbroglio, 

Carranza pointed out that the seiz- 
ure of Vera Cruz would be regarded 
as a hostile act by the Mexican people 
and that it was advisable for the 
United States to withdraw its troops 
from Vera Cruz just as soon as was 
practicable. 

Carranza agreed with President Wil- 
son that Huerta did not represent the 
Mexican nation, but on the other hana, 
feared the Mexican people might be in- 
flamed and drawn into a conflict which 
would make them sacrifices to the 
usurpations of Huerta.

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THE DEEP DARK MYSTERY 
OF THE C. N. R. PROPOSALS 

Parliament is getting so near the end of its business that Premier 
Borden gave notice yesterday that morning sittings commence on 
Monday next, and had it-not been for the objection raised by Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier that the members were entitled to have time to give 
whatever legislation was brought in with relation to the C. N. R. 
the consideration which its importance demanded, there is no doubt 
the Borden motion would have been put through by the dominant 
party and the most important piece of railway legislation since the 
inauguraion of the G. T. P. would have been treated in a manner so 
hurried as to practically preclude its proper debate. Sea 

What the government proposes to do about the C. N. R. is still 
a deep, dark mystery known to none outside the circle of the Borden 
executive. But that the government has made up its mind what 
it intends to do, and that whatever it may be it is something of which 
the government is by no means proud is made manifest by the fact 
that the government is still keeping its own members in the dark.and 
that it wants io jam the measure through in rush-order style. 

Certainly Mr. Borden’s friends, MacKenzie and Mann, have 
placed Mr. Borden and his government in. a very awkward fix. 
Practically, they hold a pistol to the head of the administration, by 
telling the government that failure to furnish the money to finish 
the road would bankrupt some of the largest interests in the dominion, 
besides leaving the road in a half-finished state. 

There is no answer to this of which Borden is anywhere near 
capable. A statesman in that position would unhesitatingly take 
over the railway in the interests of the country, would complete it 
and operate it as a national enterprise, linking it-vith the Intercolonial 
to make a transcontinental highway publicly owned. But Borden 
is not a statesman; and such a move would be altogether too big for 
him. His conception of statesmanship is scarcely likely to extend 
beyond the perception of the necessity for saving his face by some 
pretense at geiting adequate security for the money which the 
Dominion of Canada will have to advance, willy nilly, to complete 
a tailway which, when completed, will belong to private individuals. 

Mr. Bennett has been heard already to emit a number of ominous 
bellows corresponding in some respects to the sound of the bull 
moose.

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HUERTA’S STRATEGY 
MAY PROVE BOOMERANG 

That the insults launched against Americans in Mexico were a 
part of a deliberate plan by Huerta to involve United States in the 
Mexican trouble and precipitate, if possible, an invasion of Mexico, 
has already been contirmed to the satisfaction of United States. 

This circumstance proves very clearly that whatever President 
Wilson’s estimate of Huerta may have beeh, it could not have done 
that self-seeker any injustice. The man who is willing to precipitate 
a war in order to promote his own personal ambitons is a villian 
beyond the shadow of doubt, and whether he was the actual assassin 
of Madero, or whether he brought about Madero’s assassination, 
ceases to be important as the basis of an estimate of his character, 
By wantonly attempting to precipitate an invasion of his own 
country he is, in effect, arranging for the killing of many of his own 
friends. To the man who would do that, the killing of an enem 
who stood between him and his ambitions would be a mere detail. 

But while this is true, it is also very clear that President Wilson’s 
estimate of the effect of an invasion or of the occupation of the 
Coast cities is the same as Huerta’s, President Wilson makes this 
plain when he discusses with Bryan the advisability of re-placing the 
embargo on arms going to Carranza and Villa, If it was not the 
fear that United States soldiers might soon find themselves facing 
these very arms in the hands of constitutionalists soldiers fighting 
aginst what they would believe the common enemy, there would be 
no occasion for United States making a change of its policy, If this 
should be the outcome of the lifting of the embargo, Bryan's political 
antagonists in United States would have little difficulty in proving 
that this much at least of the grape-juice diplomacy had failed dis- 
astrously. ; 

However, it appears perfectly plain that President Wilson -does 
not propose to involve United States in an Invasion of Mexico if 
there is any possible manner in which it cambe avoided, and with a 
large part of Huerta’s fighting force engaged in watching the United 
States forces at Vera Cruz and Tampico, while they otherwise might 
be engaged y may prove a boomerang.

CANADIAN SOMNOLENCE 

Incidental to the railway commission's ruling which cut rates 
on western railways by about 15 per cent., it is Interesting to note 
that European interests have been steadily selling Canadian rails since 
the order, and that Canadian interests are steadily buying. 

Belgians, who have held millions upon millions of C, P, R. 
stock as tightly as though in a reservoir, have been letting go of 
large blocks lately which have been coming via New York to 
Montreal. 

There is quite probably an explanation of thls which does not 
appear in the stock market chatter. Undoubtedly the Belgians have 
considered that the fixed political position In Canada was one which 
srovided for, not government ownership of railways, as they have it 
n most countries in Europe, but railway ownership of governments 
as they have it in no other country to the same extent as in 
Canada. 

With the example constantly before them of government-owned 
railways, the Europeans are quite likely to attach what may appear 
to the Candian financier an undue significance to any move which 
would appear to indicate that their previous estimate of the Influence 
of the railways over the government was not well founded. 

The Canadian financier has no such example before him and 
no such fears. Montreal is more satisfied than ever it was that 
government ownership is impossible, and consequently sees nothin 
pminous in a ruling of the railway commission, It is quite satisfie 
that the railways control the government, 

Possibly Montreal will receive a slight jolt along about the time 
of the next general election on this particular subject. Western 
Canada has been watching the railway situation pretty carefully of 
kate, with particular reference to the attitude of members of parlia- 
ment toward the corporations. There will be few men go back to 
Ottawa from the west after next election against whom it is even 
puspected that they are too friendly toward the railways.

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WEST’S INTEREST IN 
MEXICAN SITUATION 
As there are many thousand Canadians in Mexico, and as the 
outcome of the struggle is certain to have a very large material effect 
upon Canadian prosperity and development, every move down in 
that country will be watched on this side of the line with quite as 
much intentness as on the other side. The uncertainty of the tenure 
of any investment in Mexico has already been demonstrated very) 
effectively and those Montreal magnates who poured good Cana- 
dian dollars into the development of Mexican tractions, water-powers 
and mines will no doubt have realized very fully by now that while 
governments such as those in Alberta and Saskatchewan may not 
be willing to permit the same ruthless exploitation as was the custom 
in Mexico, it is the very ruthlessness of the Mexican system of ex- 
ploiiation which makes the investment unsafe. 

The Mexican government might be willing to permit capitalists 
to gather the sheckles as they could, but it was powerless to guar- 
antee permanency of that privilege. 

When this idea thoroughly seeps in there will be less anxiety 
on the part of some of our Eastern Canadian millionaires to rush into 
South and Central American investments and to ignore the possi- 
bilities of their own country here in the west.

TODAY IN DOMINION 
HISTORY, 


The Ontario city of Guelph, famed 
for Its beauty, its factories and quar- 
ries, and its agricultural college, will 
celebrato today its elghty-seventh 
birthday, for it was on the festival of 
St. George in 1827 that the tree-falling 
exercises wero held which marked the 
formal founding of the Royal City. 
John Galt Dunlop, the founders of 
Guelph, drank a toast to its future 
prosperity in good old Scotch, and the 
spot in a forest which was destined 
to become the site of a city was chris- 
tened tn honor of that royal race which 
was transplanted from Italy to Ger- 
many in the cleventh century, became 
the ruling power in several countries, 
and still continues in the two Ines 
of Brunswick, the royal in England and 
the ducal in Germany, The ceremo- 
nies that marked Guelph’s natal day 
began when Galt, the = distinguished 
Scotch novelist who was then commls- 
sioner of the Canada Company, struck 
a blow with an axe on a lordly maple. 
A company of woodsmen were on hand 
to continue the work of making a 
clearing and building log houses, and 
they were interested participants in 
the ceremony, Dr. Dunlop then pro- 
pesed a toast, to which the commis- 
sioner responded, and which was loud- 
ly applauded by the workmen. Then 
the bottle of Scotch went the rounds, 
and the exercises were concluded with 
a smacking of Ips and the wiping 
thereof with the backs of hairy and 
horny hands. John Galt, the father of 
Guelph, was born at Irvine, Ayrshire, 
in 1779, and died In Greenock in 1838. 
In addition to his labors as a Canadian 
pioneer, he wrote several novels which 
enjoyed a widespread popularity. 
Guelph's growth since its founding has 
been “slow but sure,” and in 1911 the 
population of the Wellington county 


capital was 15,175. 


E FIRST THINGS 


The first knights of the Order of the 
Garter, originally called the Order of 
St. George, received the insignia of 
membership on this date, St. George's 
Bay, in 1348. The founder was Edward 
lil., and the orlginal membership was 
twenty-five. The King, having been 
victorious on sea and land, and having 
King David of Scotland a prisoner, 
Initiated the order in recognition of the

Garter, Edward IIT, gave the garter 
pr2-eminence among the ensicns of the 
order.

TODAY'S BIRTHDAY

Depew, Hadley, Page, Penfield 
and Markham to Celebrate Today 

A number of the men most eminent 
in American public life and letters 
were born on the twenty-third of April, 
Shakespeare’s natal day. Among 
them are Chauncey Mitchell Depew, 
former United States senator from 
New York and famous wit, who was 
born at Peekskill, N, Y., eighty years 
ago today; Thomas Nelson Page, dis- 
tinguished Virginia author and Presi- 
dent Wilson’s ambassador to Italy, 
who will pass his sixty-first milestone 
today; Arthur Twining Hadley, presi- 
dent of Yale, who arrived in New 
Haven on this date in 1856; IFrederic 
Courtland Penfield, also a native of 
Connecticut, who represents President 
Wilson at the Austrian court, begins 
his sixtleth year today; Carter Henry 
Harrison, mayor of Chicago, born 
April 23, 1860; Leonor Fresnel Loree, 
president of the Delaware & Hudson 
railway, born at Fulton City, IIL, fifty- 
six years agg, and Edwin Markham, 
poet, whose birthplace was Oregon 
City, Ore., and the date April 23, 1852. 

Ex-Senator Depew spent fifty-seven 
years of his life in active politics, tak- 
ing the stump for Fremont and finish- 
ing in 1912 by campaigning for Taft. 
“I have passed through many periods,” 
said the “dean of the Republican 
party" a few months ago, “whom 
everybody firmly believed that the 
country was going to the bow-wows, 
and I have reached that comfortable 
station where I am not afraid of any- 
thing." While devoting much time to 
politics and oratory, Senator Depew 
did not overlook his personal interests, 
and amassed a fortune as president of 
the New York Central. 

Dr, Hadley, the scholarly “prexy" 
of Old EM, was an authority on poll- 
tical economy before he became the 
pilot of Yale about fifteen years ago, 
Dr. Hadley's father was one of the 
greatest Greek scholars America has 
ever had, but the son has always been 
more interested {n modern problems 
than ancient texts, President Had- 
ley will soon lecture on Amergcan 


political institutions at Oxford Unl- 
versity, 

Thomas Nelson Page, the distin- 
guished southerner who /s now the 


American ambassador in the Eternal 
City, was born on a plantatnion in 
Virginia, and for many years practised 
law in Richmond, In 1887 he pub- 
lished his first book, “In Olo Virginia,” 
and this and succeeding volumes gave 
the author such wide popularity that In 
1893 he abandoned law to devote his 
entire time to literature. In Rome 
Ambassador Page has established the 
embassy in the venerable Palazzo del 
Drago, on Quirinal Hill, separated by 
only one other mansion from the royal 
palace of Vittorio Emanuele. 

Frederick Courtland Penfield, who 
was appointed by President Wilson to 
represent Uncle Sam at Europe's stric- 
test court, that of Vienna, began his 
career as a newspaper man, and for 
five years a member of the editorial 
staff of the Hartford Courant. — IIIs 
first trip abroad in ayjofficial capacity 
was in 1885, when hé was appointed 
vice-council-general at London, IT-ater 
he served his country in Egypt. Mr. 
Penfield has received decorations from 
the governments of France, Turkey, 
Egypt, Servia and other countries, 

Carter Henry Harrison has been cal- 
led the “perpetual and _ hereditary 
mayor of Chicago, His father, who 
was killed by an assassin in 1893, was 
five times elected executive of the 
Windy City, and the son has now 
equalled that: record. Mr, Harrison 
was for several years the editor of the 
Chicago Times, 

Edwin Markham was a farmer, cow- 
boy, blacksmith and sheep-herder in 
his youth, which was spent in Call- 
fornia, and was a school teacher until 
1899, when he achieved world-wide 
fame as a poet by writing “The Man 
with the Hoe.” Since then he has 
devoted himself entirely to literature 
and journalism,

TODAY WE CELEBRATE 


Shakespeare and St. George 
Will Be Commemorated Today. 
Throughout the English-speaking 
world, and to a smaller extent In some 
other countries, there will be celebra- 
tions today of the 350th birthday of 
Shakespeare and the festival of St. 
George, England's patron saint. The 
saint, famed for his exploit . with the 
dragons, is also the patron of Genoa, 
Malta, Barcelona, Valencia and Arra- 
gon, and his feast is generally cele- 
brated by the people of those com- 
munities, While the Shakespeare 
commemorative exercises today will 
be confined principally to Great Bri- 
tain and her possessions and the 
United States, the day will not pass 
unobserved in France and Germany. 
In the latter country, especially, the 
Rard of Avén has come to enjoy a 
great popularity, and what the Ger- 
mans call their“‘annexation of Shakes- 
peare”’ will be celebrated at Weimar 
today on the 350th anniversary of the 
birth of the poet. The observance 
will also serve to celebrate the semi- 
eentenary of the formation of the 
German Shakespeare Soclety, which 
was launched in 1864. The member- 
ship of this society now numbers many 
of the greatest men of the Kanser’s 
fatherland, and on each twenty-third 
of April for many years they have 
gathered at Weimar to sing the pral- 
ses of the immortal bard. Columbia, 
the universities of Chicago and Penn- 
sylvania, and other American institu- 
tions and societies will be officially 
represented at today’s Weimar jubilee, 
which will be the most elaborate ever 
held In Germany in honor of Shakes- 
pears.

WOULD ERADICATE 
POLITICAL POWER 
IN PENITENTARIES 


Most Important Recommendation of Commission Investigating the 
System in the Dominion—Suggested First Offenders Be Kept 
Away From Older Criminals. 


Ottawa, April 23.+Hon, C. J. Doher- 
ty, minister of justice, last night tabled 
in parliament the report of the com- 
named to tnquire into the 
penitentiary system of the dominion 
and particularly Into the administra- 
tion of affairs at Kingston peniten- 
tiary, The commissioners were George 
A. MacDonald, K.C,; J, P. Downey, 
superintendent of the Orillia insane 
asylum, and Dr, Fred Etherington. 
The most important recommendation 
is that the control of penitentiaries is 
pluced under a commission of_ three 
members, Which would eliminate poll- 
tieal influence from the management, 

The report goes into the question of 
segregating various classes of crimin- 
als, pointing out that the placing of 
youths in association with old crim- 
inals only hastens their downfall. It 
is urged that first offenders at least 
be kept apart from older criminals. 

The report then deals at length with 
the question of industries in prisons 
and declares that “The industrial con- 
ditions tn the prisons are a disgrace to 
the dominion, An honest attempt is 
made by the officials to keep all the 
prisoners employed at something, but 
it is only an attempt.” 

“Crime Against Humanity.” 

The commission finds that the agl- 
tation asainst competition from prison 
labor is possibly justified, but “To 
leave unfortunate prisoners to hammer 
cut thelr terms on a stone plle or 
become mental and physical wretks 
in the solitary idleness of their cells 
is acrime against humanity.” 

The report says that the necessity 
of keeping a loaded rifle within easy 
range of every prisoner is old, too, and 
strongly urges the idea of the “trusty” 
systenl as essential to the success of 
outside operations. 

The report deals particularly with 
the question of the conditions of man- 
agement of the Kingston 9denitentiary, 
which are declared to be an outgrowth 
of the present system of administra- 
tion. “The place,” says the report, “Is 
pervaded by a spirit of distrust and 
suspicion among the subordinate offl- 
cers, Political Jealousies and religious 
aniinosities prevall to such an extent 
that they have serlously affected the 
welfare of the inmates,” 

{t is added that many of the guards 
ore not qualified hy education or char- 
acter for the positions they fill, The 
conditions result from the present 
method= of appointment of guards 
through political influence and from 
the warden’s hands being tied so that 
he is practically impotent to control

The de- 
partment of justice while exercising 
supreme authority, would be relieved 
of the details of management und the 
pressure for political appointments, 

Conditions in the workshop were 
found fairly satisfactory except In the 
stone breaking department, which is 
described as very bad. Over 70 prison- 
ers, some of them mere boys, were at 
work, and the atmosphere was charged 
with stone dust’ The report adds in 
comment: 

“But the monotonous raps of the 
hammers, the’ sullen whited faces of 
jthe forms, half crouching over thelr 
unhealthy, unprofitable, degrading 
task, Was a mute but powerful denun- 
ciation of the system that permitted 
or rendered necessary such an outrage. 
Nothing has been said, nothing can be 
said, in defence of this unceasing toll 
of the galley slave,” 

“There is considerable pointed criti- 
cism with regard to the conduct of the 
asylum and the report remarks: “The 
course followed in dealing with the 
Inmates was the one which gave the 
least amount of trouble.” 

Punishment of Insane. 

There was evidence to show that in- 
sane persons had been punished by 
forcibly placing them in baths of cold 
water and holding them there at the 
discretion of the operator, The board 
finds ne excuse for this procedure, 

Hosing was also resorted to, Stub- 
born criminals were soused with water 
from a hose, thrown at high pressure, 
The report says the punishment Is cer- 
tainly effective, but inhuman, and 
ranks with the thumbscrew and the 
rack, The responsibility for this Js 
laid on Dr. Phelan, the surgeon of the 
insane hospital, and on the inspector, 
Douglas Stewart. 

In regard to the charge of Dr, Ed- 
wards, M.P,, that Warden Leary fa- 
vored Roman Catholics over Protes- 
tants in making appointments, the 
report says that the charges were in 
a great part the outcome of the un- 
happy spirit of distrust and suspicion 
that pervaded the institution, resulting 
from the system of administration, es- 
pecially in regard to appointments, 
political influence, religious antagon- 
isms and political Jealousies, The com- 
mission recommends: “That control of 
penitentiarles be placed in the hands 
of a permanent commission of three 
members with power to appoint a staff 
of officers, heads of departments, make 
recommendations, ete, 

Regarding First Offenders, 

Under such a system the warden of 
each prison be given full power to em- 
ploy and dismiss keepers, guards, ete., 
in addition to the powers he now ey- 
Joya, 

That a parole board of not less than 
three: members be appointed for each 
prison, to sit once a month and to 
hear and consider applications for 
parole and make recommendations on 
the same to the minister of justice, 

That an arrangement be entered Into 
with the provinces of the dominion to 
take over the custody of first offenders 
and prisoners under 26 years of age. 

If this is found to be impracticable, 
two reformatories for first offenders 
and young offenders shguld be estab- 
lished, one in the east and the other in 
the west. 

That within the present peniten- 
tiary systém classification be inaugur- 
ated, based upon conduct of the pri- 
soner and operated with a view to 
encouraging habits of order, industry, 
and a better appreciation of the duties 
of citizenship. 

That what is 
use or public use 
labor be adopted throughout the peni- 
tentinries, that industries be estah- 
lished to supply the requirements of 
the governments, its institutions and 
services, with all can be made in pri- 
son,

He resides on lots 34 and 85, block 13, 
elty of Edmonton, and has been paying 
the water rates for some years; that 
in or about the year 1906 the city com- 
menced to Install water meters,; that 
the amount charged by the city of Ed- 
monton where water meter have been 
installed is much in excess of the rate 
charged to houses which are atlll on 
the flat rate system; that about four- 
sevenths of the residences in the city 
are on the flat rate and ‘about three- 
sevenths on the meter rate; that plain- 
tiff is prapared to pay on the flat rate 
systein; that the city is discriminating 
against certain of the residences and 
is charging excessive rates to meter 
users; that the plaintiff offered to pay 
to the city for the use of water in his 
residence, on the flat rate system, but 
the city has refused to accept same 
and has turned. off the water from 
his residence.

CANADIAN PACIFIC'S 
TELEGRAPH SYSTEM 
PROVES: se 


The Canadian Pacific is able to show 
a remarkable record in the matter of 
its vast telegraph system during the 
wind storms which have prevailed 
more or less constantly fer the past 
morth. ‘The telegraph system embra- 
ces some 100,000 miles all over the 
country. It may be said to have had 
its commencement before even the 
railway system itsel?. 

Cnly in one instance during the 
wind storms has there been interrup- 
tion of the vast system, and that was 
between Halifax and ‘Truro, This im- 
munity is due, undoubtedly, to the 
efficiency of maintenance which marks 
the telegraph as it marks every other 
department of the system. The tele- 
graph department is kept in the high- 
est possible state of efficiency the year 
round. News wires are not spared, 
When these are needed, but the chief | 
consideration is to have the service | 
ready for use at all points and at all| 
seasons, It requires a large staff of} 
men and the outlay of large sums of 
money to accomplish this efficiency, 
but the record is worth a yood deal 
to the company. 

The Canadian Pacific was on the 
ground with its telegraph system when 
the prairie was a wilderness, and {ft} 
took weeks for letters to pass from 
one purt of the country to another, 
The system began when there seemed 
little hope of paying business along 
districts of country where the foot of 
a white man had never trodden, There 
was immense endurance, hardship and 
courage needed and practised to un- 
dertake and carry on this work in 
advance of civilization, it might 
be said. The men employed in the} 
early days had to sleep out in the 
open, subsist upon what they could get, 
live and work in absolute solitude. | 
They penetrated forests, forded the 
rivers, carried their lines over inlakes| 
and, in a word, enacted their parts | 
bravely and heroically under the most/ 
trying circumstances—aloof from = hu- 
man contact for months, in the depths 
of the forest primeval, on the wastes 
of the prairies—the ayant couriers of 
civilization,

So we have come to the 
conclusion that mixed farming can be 
played far more successfully by two 
than by one.”
